town of the Island of Bute, is perhaps the most 
popular watering-place in Scotland. The town, 
with the ivy-clad ruin of Rothesay Castle (dating 
from the eleventh century) in its midst, circles 
round the sharp curves of the bay, and behind 
climbs up the low hills which protect Rothesay 
from sharp winds. 
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
